This morning a letter appears in the 
DAILY NEVADA STATE JOUBNAL, recom- 
mending the election of Wra. M. Stew- 
art to the Senat»t>f the United States, 
addressed to Keinhotd Sadler, Gov- 
ernor of Nevada, purporting to have 
been written by Stephen M. White of 
Los Angeles, California. Also previous 
letters of like character have appeared 
in the same and other papers in the 
State, purporting to have been written 
respectively by prominent citizens of 
Illinois, Colorado and Pennsylvania. 


It ia now asserted that the text of 


those letters was prepared in Carson 
City and given out for publication. 


Assuming that those letters origi-

tenth highest individual taxpayers in 
Ormsby county, and yet the malignant 
gold press, because of its hatred for 
the man, proclaims that he is not a tax- 
payer in Nevada.

character and intended to impress Ger- 
many with the sea power of tbe United 
Statea and not permit any foreign in- 
terference with the disposition to be 
made of the Philippines. 


HONOLULU COLONISTS' 


Arrangements are being completed 


in San Francisco for the establishment 
of a colony of Californiana in Hawaii. 
Twenty-one families will be taken from 
California and given 140 acres of land 
each on the great Ewu plantation. 
The working members of each family 
are to receive $18 a month each, besides 
provisions and one-sixth of tbe profits 
of the land.

the Ewa plantation to substitute white 
labor for Chinese or Japanese wherever 
possible.

Temperature of the week ending 8 


A. M. Ootober 10th will average below 
east of the Bockies, above on the Pa- 
cific slope and about normal in the 
Rooky 
mountain 
countries. 
The 


changes1' of temperature during this1 
week will be sudden and will include ai 
cold wave. 


Rainfall ot the 
week mentioned 


above will be about normal east of the 
Bookies and will include a considerable 
snowfall in the northern states east of 
Bookies. 
' The month ot October will be colder 
than usual east of the Bockies and 
above normal on the Pacific slope. 
Two general cold waves will occur dur- 
ing the mo nth,* one crossing the conti- 
nent during the first, week of the 
month and one during the last week.

of September 10th, was on time. These 
are among the most important weather 
change? and to be able to foretell them 
is not only a great benefit to business 
affairs but is among the great accomp- 
lishments ot the century. 


My calculations, for the general 


weather events Of 1899 will be com- 
pleted November 1,1898. 


While there were a few failures in 


the general forecast^ for 1898, the total 
result was a great success tor the fore- 
oasts. 


There are a large number of dealers 


in the cereals who buy and sell in ac- 
cord with these forecasts and after 
years of trial they continue to succeed. 
Many of these dealers have made for- 
tunes by closely watching these fore- 
casts. 


One result has probably been no-
